FAN CLUBS 


If any Keeler-Powell fan clubs exist in your town, 
they ought to come in on the celebration. They 
may help with prologue, parade, parties, or 
might get together as a group to see your show. 
If there isn’t a Keeler-Powell club—it might be 
an idea to organize one. Your theatre staff alone 
could form the nucleus. 


OLD PIX CONTEST 


Lobby contest on the 6 show angle? Certainly] 
Fill lobby board with stills from old Powell-Keeler 
pictures. Patrons identify ‘em, and you give 
first six correct answers premiere ducats for their 
troubles. 


6S WIN DUCATS 


If you want to give away a coupla ducats, have 
a Lucky 6 Day.

KEELER-POWELL DAY 


Perhaps you can organize a Keeler-Powell Day, 
to take place the day picture opens. Stores could 
come in with co-op ads, and celebrities might 
say a few words at the opening. You might even 
be able to promote a band and Keeler-Powell 
fan club to march to theatre. 


ANNIVERSARY PROLOGUE 


In honor of their 6th picture together, why not a 
prologue featuring songs and dances from their 
previous films. Could be produced without much 
cost by using a couple of the better amateurs 
for talent, or local dance school might want to 
handle entire stunt. 


If you can get hold of an attractive couple 
who can sing, let °em plug old songs from 
Keeler-Powell films. For a contest angle, 
patrons could guess what pictures the 
songs came from. Stunt could be worked 
equally well with records playing over your 
P. A. system. 


STORE DEDICATES DRESS 


Department store might want to dedicate a dress 
to Ruby and a suit to Dick in honor of their 6th 
picture together. 


PATRONS SIGN POSTCARD 


Patrons sign giant postcard congratulating 
Powell and Keeler on their string of hits. After 
the show winds up its run, send card to stars.

A Word On Warner Contests 


Following are a number of statistics — in cold, black 
type — on the receptions accorded Warner con- 
tests in the past... designed to convince any doubt- 
ing exhibs and hard-boiled editors on the value of 
the contests. 


Last year we had a clipping bureau follow up the 


six-day contest on “Sweet Music.” They submitted: 


87 newspapers that used the contest — and that isn’t 
counting those they missed. The contest on “Go In- 
to Your Dance” was used all over the country, and 
the one on “Flirtation Walk” was so successtul, we 
actually received exhib fan mail on it. Just last 
week we receiveda letter from Allen Glenn, a 
district manager down South who told of a pa- 
per that used one of our contests for a new reader 
interest high.

We presented a tap-dancing strip, similar to this on ‘‘Go Into Your Dance” — and newspa- 


pers throughout the country literally gobbled it up. Papers that are considered ‘tough’ to 
crash gave it good space. Which prompted us to present the three dance strips on these 
pages. Ruby Keeler shows the folks how to do the ‘Shipmates Hop,’ a tap dance 
she does in the film. The photos were specially posed by Miss Keeler for the dance strips.

DOIN’ THE ‘SHIPMATES HOP? [teen vot | 


1. Now let's start with the feeling that 
we all can be tap dancers, and if you 
. work hard on these lessons, you can 
do the ‘Shipmate Hop,’ a dance I do 
in “Shipmates Forever.’ First position 
is to stand at attention, right hand 
raised in salute, and right knee bent 
slightly forward. 


2. Then you tap with left heel once, 
short and stacatto, and immediately tap 
forward with right foot. This is done by 
kicking right foot outward, grazing floor 
slightly and bringing right foot down 
fast and tapping floor hard. Repeat this 
left heel and right toe tap twice to the 
rhythm of a drum. 


3. After completing the two taps, jump 
in the air three times, landing on the 
toes each time and making a short tap 
each time you land. In order to get the 
best tap on this hop, do not bend knees, 
but try to keep your legs as stiff as 
possible. 


DOIN’ THE ‘SHIPMATES HOP” | tesson no. 2 | 


1. The first step of the second lesson 


is to tap forward with the right foot, left 
foot slightly bent and left hand ex- 
tended. After the tap, continue the 
right foot forward with toe pointed, and 
then bring the foot down sharply in a 
stamp, landing on the right foot. 
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2. Now quickly jump forward, landing 


on the left foot, body bent forward and’ 


right hand extended forward. Bring the 
right toe down sharply on the floor in 
two distinct taps, while the right foot 
is extended back. 


3. Now straighten up at once, extend 
both hands outward to retain your bal- 
ance and bring the right foot forward 
quickly in a tap, and then repeat the 
step explained and illustrated in the 
two preceding photos.

REPORTERS ATTEND

He is shown 
aboard the training ships, on the 
great battleships of the Pacific 
fleet, at play and at work, as well 
as in love. 

‘¢Shipmates Forever’’ is the 
most romantic as well as the most 
thrilling of the service pictures. 

Never has Powell been given 
such an opportunity to prove his 
versatility before the screen as in 
this picture. Not only does he 
sing many catchy airs in his in- 
imitable manner, but his part calls 
for real dramatic action, to which 
he rises with genuine artistry. 

The son of an admiral and Com- 
mandant at Annapolis, he has risen 
to the top as a crooner in a New 
York Park Casino and is known 
throughout the nation. Piqued by 
the scorn of his father, who tries 
to shame him’ into carrying out 
the traditions of the family, he 
enters Annapolis as a cadet, where 
he is unmercifully hazed because 
of his family relations, his croon- 
ing and his own haughty spirit.

The special songs were written 
by the famous team of Warren 
and Dubin, but Dick sings other 
rollicking songs which caught and 
held the faney of the audiences, 
one being the famous ballad, ‘‘ Ab- 
dul Abulbul Amir.’’ 


Ruby Keeler was never more 
winsome and charming than as the 
orphaned officer’s daughter, who 
fights to keep Dick up to his metal 
as a student officer of the Navy 
and the traditions she loves. Miss 
Keeler also gives an exhibition of 
her daneing, which falls naturally 
into the plot, she earning her liv- 
ing by dancing in a night club.

There is a strong supporting cast 
headed by Lewis Stone, who plays 
the role of Dick’s father, an ad- 
miral and Commandant at Anna- 
polis.

Two hundred and fifty kisses 
were exchanged with quite some 
enthusiasm on a Warner Bros.

Fifty boys and fifty girls—five 
kisses for each pair! And the 
boys and girls were all total 
strangers to each other when the 
osculatory proceedings began. Af- 
terward? Well, why bring that 
up? 


The scene was the Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis. The occasion 
was the annual Ring Dance, at 
which each Midshipman who has 
passed his examinations for en- 
trance into the second class be- 
comes entitled to wear his class 
ring. 

In the center of the dance-floor 
a ring 8 feet in diameter is erect- 
ed vertically. Each Middie and 
his best girl friend pass through 
this. For an instant they halt in- 
side the ring. The girl slips the 
class token on the boy’s finger; 
they kiss; then pass on. 


The taking of this scene caused 
something that rarely if ever is 
seen in a movie studio—a complete 
disregard for the director’s orders.

The scene was for a motion pic- 
ture, a film of Naval Academy life 
that stars Dick Powell and Ruby 
Keeler. But the ‘spectacle, none 
the less was absolutely authentic 
and stirring. 


Lewis Stone played the part of 
‘CAdmiral Melville,’’ who has 
come from a long line of naval 
ancestors and is the father of 
Powell, whom he hopes will carry 
on the long tradition.

A small item, but Borzage in- 
sisted upon being technically cor- 
rect in everything. These boys 
were watching the midshipmen’s 
boxing contests. 


Other examples of Borzage’s 
insistence on realism was in the 
manner of dress. Annapolis boys 
wore undershirts with sleeves 
half way to the elbow. The ex- 
tras in the film were provided 
with these. None had ever worn 
such garments before. 


The middies also wear ankle- 
height shoes, not low-cut ox- 
fords. None of the extras had 
ever been shod thus before. All 
of the lads were Southern Cal- 
ifornians where high shoes and 
boots are never worn. 


Ordinary shirts and low shoes 
might have gotten by undetect- 
ed in the picture, but Borzage 
wouldn’t chance it.

Peculiar Slang Terms

‘‘Are you going to drag to that Malibou hop Saturday 
night?’’ asked Dick Powell of Ross Alexander on a stage at 
Warner Bros. studio, during the production of the Cosmopoli- 
tan musical drama, ‘‘Shipmates Forever,’’ which comes to the 
Se a gee TCBILE OF.

‘‘No, I got a brick,’’ answered Ross. ‘‘Not even up to 
2.5. Too much foo-foo besides. I’ll become a Red Mike if any more 
like that are wished on me.” 


“Why don’t you just gundeck, then caulk off?” asked Dick. 
“Maybe I will,” replied Ross, “and then send her some pogey-bait.” 


Pretty mysterious talk, what? Certainly unintelligible to any 
ordinary landlubber. But perfectly clear to Dick and Ross or to any- 
one who ever went through the Naval Academy at Annapolis. The 
two boys picked up the lingo while there a month making “Shipmates 
Forever,” in which Ruby Keeler co-stars with Powell. 


The word “drag,” in Annapolis slang, is both a verb and a 
noun. As the former, it means “escort a girl.” As the latter, it means 
the girl you’re going to escort. A “hop,” of course, is a dance, as 
is well known outside Navy circles, 

A “brick,” in the verbiage of the Midshipmen, is, when used 
as a noun, a girl who is not especially attractive. As a verb, it means 
to inflict such a girl upon some unsuspecting classmate. So when 
Alexander said he “got a brick,” it meant some pal had wished off 
on him an undesirable specimen of femininity. 

At Annapolis, “2.5” means “passing grade” at examinations. “Per- 
fect” is “4.0.” So this girl in question wasn’t even passable. “Foo- 
foo” means perfumery. Apparently she was too violently scented. 

A “Red Mike” is a “non-dragger’—that is, a Midshipman who 
doesn’t go in for dancing or other social stuff. So Alexander meant 
that if he couldn’t draw prettier girls than this one, he’d go into 
seclusion. 

Dick Powell’s suggestion that his friend should “gundeck” brought 
a peculiar bit of Annapolis slang into the conversation. To “gundeck’’ 
means to feign intoxication—to simulate a souse, in other words. 


Annapolis has a fairly complete language of its own. “The 
O.A.0.” means the “one and only”—that is, the Midshipman’s very 
best girl friend, although disappointed maidens in ‘‘Crabtown,” as 
they call the place, have declared it means “one among others.” 

A “wife” doesn’t mean that at all; it means a roommate. A 
“‘yard-engine” is a girl—usually an officer’s daughter who lives with- 
in the confines of the naval reservation. “‘Shiverin’ Liz” is gelatine. 
To “bilge” means to fail to pass an examination. 

“Man Overboard!’’ is the cry when a cadet violates a rule of 
etiquette such as leaving his spoon in a cup of coffee. There fellows 
a chorus of “Submerge,” which means that the offender must duck 
under the table and stay there until told by an upper classman to 
“make surface.” 

To “make fast that port” means close that window. A window 
is never referred to as such. It’s always a port. “Make fast that 
bulkhead” means close that door. 


It seems there is an Annapolis rule that when walking with a 
“drag”? a midshipman may not permit her to take his arm. If he 
does, and a D.O. (duty officer) catches him, he’s sure to get a cer- 
tain number of “demos,” or demerits. And if he holds a drag’s 
hand a fraction of a minute too long at parting, even that calls for 
a demo or two.

At a gathering of friends at her 
home the other evening, she tested 
out their knowledge—and incident- 
ally displayed her own—concerning 
the immortals among American’s 
fighting heroes of the sea. 

‘“Who said ‘Don’t give up the 
ship’,’’ she inquired. 

“Well, now, let’s see,’’ hesitated 
a friend of Ruby’s husband, Al 
Jolson, ‘‘Wasn’t that what John 
Paul Jones said?’’ 

‘“Wrong,’’ declared Miss Keeler, 
““<Yon’t give up the ship,’ which 
is the motto of the Navy, were 
the dying words of Captain James 
Lawrence of the Chesapeake, when 
the British frigate Shannon was 
pouring shots into his vessel on 
June 1, 1813, off the New England 
coast. Lawrence was mortally 
wounded in the battle. 

‘“What John Paul Jones said 
was ‘I have not yet begun to 
fight,’ when the commander of the 
British Serapis asked him to sur- 
render. Jones’ ship was the Bon 
Homme Richard. The two ships 
fought, lashed together, off the 
Scotland coast, September 23, 1779. 
Jones won the fight and, though 
his own vessel sank, he took pos- 
session of the Serapis.’’ 

‘How do you know all this, 
Ruby?’’ one of her friends asked. 

‘In between scenes, at Anna- 
polis, I studied, ‘‘she said. ‘‘The 
Naval Academy is one of the most 
inspiring places I have ever been 
in. Now tell me who said ‘We 
have met the enemy and they are 
ours??? 

Nobody knew, off hand, so she 
told them. 

‘“That was Commodore Oliver 
Hazard Perry, who defeated the 
British fleet on Lake Erie on Sep- 
tember 10, 1813.’’ 

Another query that the guests 
had to ‘‘give up’’ was, who ut- 
tered the words ‘‘Damn the tor- 
pedoes; full speed ahead!’’ That, 
Miss Keeler informed her little 
history class, was Captain David 
Glasgow Farragut, when he rushed 
his squadron into Mobile Bay on 
August 5, 1864, and destroyed all 
the Confederate vessels. 

‘“What did Admiral Dewey say 
on May 1, 1898 at Manilla Bay?’’ 
Ruby asked—and for the first time 
got answers from a few of the 
party. This event being within the 
lifetime of some, they recalled that 
Dewey told his captain on the 
Olympia, ‘‘You may fire when 
ready, Gridley,’’ and Gridley be- 
gan the gunning that destroyed 
the whole Spanish Fleet without a 
single American life being lost. 

Some of the guests also remem- 
bered that it was Captain John 
Philip, who, at the Battle of San- 
tiago said: ‘‘ Don’t cheer boys, the 
poor devils are dying.’’ 

Miss Keeler, Dick Powell, Di- 
rector Frank Borzage and all the 
rest of the company in ‘‘Shipmates 
Forever,’’ expect a revival of in- 
terest in our naval heroes, follow- 
ing the showing of the picture. 

‘‘Don’t Give Up the Ship’’ is 
the title of a stirring march song 
by Harry Warren and Al Dubin 
that runs through the play, and 
which has already made a tremen- 
dous hit among the Annapolis mid- 
shipmen.

On the deck of the Pacific Fleet’s 
flagship Pennsylvania, off San Pe- 
dro, Calif., the officers and 1100 
of the crew of that magnificent 
fighting craft line up, so that the 
production released by Warner 
Bros. would be absolutely authen- 
tic. 

Powell sings, studies and sulks; 
he dashes through fire and scald- 
ing steam to save a comrade.

Ruby is the orphaned daughter of 
a Navy family, who, to support 
herself in the Academy town, 
teaches the children of officers to 
dance. So the singing and dancing 
fall quite naturally into place. 


Heartily approving of the idea 
of making such a picture, the Navy 
Department directed that the An- 
napolis authorities extend every 
needed privilege to Director Bor- 
zage and his group of a dozen or 
more players and 30 technicians 
who journeyed from Hollywood to 
the Maryland capital in the early 
summer. 

All the famous ‘‘June Week’’ 
graduation ceremonies and their 
attendant social functions were 
photographed. So were all the 
needed aspects of midshipman life. 
At Annapolis, Commander M. 8. 
Tisdale was assigned to act as 
technical advisor, and stood be- 
side Borzage constantly to insure 
correctness as to detail. 


After a month at the Academy, 
the Borzage company returned to 
California, and found the flagship 
Pennsylvania, lying off San Pedro, 
at its disposal. Here Commander 
F. C. Denebrink, of the vessel’s 
staff, saw to it that there should 
be no error in Navy procedure. 
From San Diego’s air-base, an 
ambulance plane was flown up to 
San Pedro for use in several scenes.

Ruby Keeler Fan 
Mail Is Doubled 
Since Navy Film 


Ruby Keeler’s fan mail has 
doubled since she started work on 
the Cosmopolitan production, 
‘“Shipmates Forever,’’ which War- 
ner Bros. are now presenting at 
GUO Aa aca Bh eed Theatre. 


Before starting this picture she 
was averaging about 500 letters a 
week. Then she went with the com- 
pany to Annapolis to take scenes 
for the film. The company also 
made visits to Baltimore, Washing- 
ton and Philadelphia. 


Ruby made a lot of friends in 
all of these cities, with the con- 
sequence that her fan mail jumped 
to 150 leters a day, or more than 
1,000 a week. 


Many of the letters come from 
the city she visited. A large pro- 
portion are from girls of high 
school age or maybe a trifle 
younger. This is perhaps because 
she seems, in her screen appear- 
ances, to be of about their own 
type—girlish. 


The writers appear to hold the 
belief that they may speak frank- 
ly to her about their problems— 
how to acquire charm, how to hold 
their boy friends, whether to seek 
a career, as she did, or to prepare 
themselves for the operation of a 
home.

Set In Historic Annapolis 


‘‘Shipmates Forever’? A Glamorous Film With 
Picturesque Background 


One of the oldest and quaintest towns in the United 
States, and yet one of the least-known-about to inhabitants of 
states other than Maryland, whose capitol it is, is Annapolis, 
the home of the Naval Academy. 

How many persons know, for example, that it was once 
a far more important harbor and shipping port than Balti- 


more? Or that its present name, 
Annapolis, is the fifth that it has 
had? Or how it got its name? 
Or that it was founded by ‘‘ exiles 
from Virginia?’? 

The Cosmopolitan musical dra- 
ma, ‘‘Shipmates Forever,’’ which 
was made at the Naval Academy 
with scenes taken in the ancient 
town, probably will give the place 
more current fame than it has had 
in a long time. The picture, a 
Warner Bros. release, now showing 
CR aS 0 (speed e th anereey Theatre, deals 
with naval academy life and the 
friendships and loyalties it engend- 
ers. The stars are Dick Powell 
and Ruby Keeler. 

Several months ago, a company 
headed by Director Frank Borzage 
and including, besides the stars, 
Lewis Stone, Ross Alexander, Rich- 
ard (Dick) Foran, Robert Light, 
John Arledge, Mary Treen, Martha 
Merrill, Eddie Acuff and two-score 
technicians, journeyed from Holly- 
wood to Annapolis to make scenes 
against the authentic background 
of the capital of what loyal na- 
tives still call the Maryland Free 
State. 

In 1649, there were quite a few 
Puritans in Virginia, as well as in 
New England. They tried to im- 
press their blue laws upon the gay 
cavaliers of the southern state, but 
they didn’t get anywhere because 
they were far outnumbered. 

The Puritans withdrew from 
the state they considered so sin- 
ful and set themselves up near 
the mouth of the Severn, rever- 
ently calling their beautiful loca- 
tion ‘‘Providence.’’ For a few 
years the place held that name, 
then it became known as ‘‘The 
Town-at-Proctor’s.’’ Who Proctor 
was, no one now remembers. Then 
there was another change, to ‘‘ The 
Town at the Severn.’’ Still later, 
the settlement became ‘‘Anne 
Arundel Town.’’ 

In 1694, the name was finally 
changed to what it now is. It was 


so called in honor of the Princess 
Anne, then heiress to the throne 
of England. The whole eastern 
seaboard, of course, was a colony 
of England in those days. 

Annapolis was quite a _ place, 
then. It was the chief southern 
port of commerce between England 
and America. Then, it was the 
home of much of the aristocracy 
of the colonies. Likewise it was 
the scene of many ‘‘conventions,’’ 
or gatherings of the lawmakers of 
the land. 

Not until 1845 was the Naval 
Academy created. Previous to that 
time, boys aspiring to naval of- 
ficership received appointments as 
midshipmen and got their training 
on what few fighting vessels the 
nation possessed. 

The famous historian, George 
Bancroft, became Secretary of the 
Navy then and determined to found 
a school to develop officers. There 
was a Revolutionary structure cal- 
led Fort Severn at Annapolis, sur- 
rounded by nine acres of land, and 
on this disused area was construct- 
ed the beginning of the Academy.

The episode photographed was an accident that happens 


aboard the battleship, U.S.S. Ar- 
kansas, in the story. Johnny Arl- 
edge is an enlisted man in the 
navy and Dick Powell a midship- 
man. A steam pipe and an oil 
line burst in the boiler-room of 
the ship. Johnny is terribly burn- 
ed and scalded. He falls to the 
floor of the room. Dick turns off 
the lines and drags Johnny out. 


The background of the scene 
was a practical, working reproduc- 
tion of one of the boiler-rooms 
of the real Arkansas. High-pres- 
sured oil blazed in seven burners. 
Actual steam flared from a broken 
pipe when the proper moment ar- 
rived. 

But the whole room had to ap- 
pear ablaze, so between the cam- 
era and the prostrate figures of 
Powell and Arledge, there had to 
be upshooting flames. These came 
from benzine-soaked cotton waste 
placed in tin pans. 


Between this big blaze and the 
still bigger one from the seven 
oil burners, there was a space of 
just 3 feet 10 inches, in which 
Dick and Johnny had to do their 
scene. Director Frank Borzage 
wondered how hot it really was, so 
on one of the ‘‘takes’’ of the 
scene (there were three altogether) 
he had a property boy place a. 
thermometer under Arledge. The 
instrument registered 178 degrees! 


Naturally, every precaution was 
taken to prevent possible injury to 
the actors. Fire Chief George 
Kitchen, a member of the studio’s 
own department, was in complete 
charge of the situation. Around 


the edges of the set he stationed 
six firemen, each with an extin- 
guisher aimed at the two boys. 

Overhead, on the catwalks, were 
eight more men with great open 
bags of sand ,ready to dump up- 
on the flames if they got too near 
to Powell and Arledge. Then also, 
two four-inch lines of hose were 
ready to shoot at any second. 

Fortunately, nothing went 
wrong. Dick and Johnny got their 
lungs full of smoke, and were un- 
pleasantly hot for a time, but. they 
weren’t even scorched. 

‘“*Thank goodness that scene is 
over!’’ said Borzage, mopping his 
brow. ‘‘I’ve been worrying about 
it ever since we began to make 
the picture, back at the Naval 
Academy in Annapolis, in June. 
Nobody has ever been seriously 
hurt in one of my pictures, and 
I wouldn’t have anyone hurt for 
the world.’’

could get away from other duties 
for a moment clustered about the 
set looking at it.
